The pro po sal that 
lo st was o ne bv Sen Geo rge (D- 
Ga> which had emerged as the 
final o f several versio ns the Senate 
ha.s been debating since Jan. 20. 
The President has said he has 
no o bjectio n to an amendment that 
wo u ld declare no treaty o r inter­ 
natio nal agreement co u ld o verride

bu t he has o p­ 
po sed vario u s specific pro po sals he

Ike Victory Hailed 
As Controversial

WASHINGTON IP — President 
Eisenhower won a major victory 
in the Senate’s vote last night kill­ 
ing proposals to amend the Con­ 
stitution to limit treaty powers. 
The vote was 60-31. one fewer 
than the required two-thirds of 
those balloting.

U.S., British 
Policy Hurt By 
Labor’s Split 


Clash On Rearm ing 
O f West Germany 
Raises Problem 


LONDON 'UP — Am erican and 
British policy ha* suffered a set­ 
back from the split within Britain * 
socialistic Labor party over the 
rearm am ent of West Germ any. 
Even lf only tem porary, the re­ 
verse raises th* threat the West 
m ay dissipate a public opinion ad­ 
vantage gained from the Russians’ 
adam ant position at the Big Four 
foreign 
m inisters' 
conference 
in 
Berlin. 
Generally. 
West 
European So­ 
cialists have opposed the idea of 
a West G erm an m ilitary contin­ 
gent in a European Army (EDC). 
Their opposition, 
particularly 
in 
France, 
h a s 
delayed 
ratifica­ 
tion of EDC. And EDC represents 
a cornerstone of United States and 
British policy for the defense of 
West Europe. 
B ritain's Labor party is regarded 
as a senior and honored body by 
Socialists on 
the 
continent. 
Had 
Laborites 
h e r e 
wholeheartedly 
backed a West G erm an m ilitary 
contribution to EDC, their exam ple 
m ight have influenced their col­ 
leagues in France, Italy, the I-nw 
Countries, and in West G erm any 
Itself. 
But British Laborites split al­ 
m ost exactly down the middle 
A Labor delegation favorable to 
EDC will discuss the question with 
continental Socialists at m eetings 
in 
Brussels 
this 
weekend. 
But 
probably the influence of the Brit­ 
ish deputation has been frittered 
away. 
Though the Laborites have been 
feuding three years, the em phasis 
heretofore has been on personali­ 
ties, the party m oderates, who still 
control the organization, follow the 
leadership of form er Prim e Min­ 
ister Clement, Attlee and H erbert 
M orrison, while the leftwing has 
clustered behind Aneurin B evan.!

During the two-day debate that 
followed in the House of Commons 
the positions of the two factions 
becam e clear. 
Attlee

held for some tim e that, before

with Russia. That was the position 
taken by the party conference at 
M argate last fall.

He 
says he regained consciousness and 
crawled from the building after the 
burglars set fire to it. 
Brin said he treated Sternbaum 
for a one-inch wound near the back 
jf his head. He testified 
“ in my opinion a w-ound such as 
that could not possibly have been 
self-inflirted . . .

1.« A Betrayal Of Formosa In The Offing? 


Republican Centennial 


There have been tim es in this year of frace 
when the Republican party seemed to be con­ 
siderably m ore than 100 years old and other 
tim es when it seemed to be in its infancy, but 
chronologically its centennial falls in 1954. 
There is a choice of m onths, depending on 
your interpretation of party history. 
This is w hat the record reveals; 
On Feb. 28, 1854, a group of political dissi­ 
dents m et in Ripon, Wis . and adopted a resolu­ 
tion to organize a new party if the Kansas- 
N ebraska bill passed. They said the new party 
would be based on non-ex tension of slavery; 
the Kansas-N ebraska 
bill would let settlers 
deride the question for them selves. 
The bill was passed on M arch 3. 
On M arch 20. the Ripon group carried out its 
threat. In the words of 
M ajor 
Bovay, 
the 
leader: “ We went into the little m eeting . . . 
Whigs, F ree Soilers and D em ocrats. We cam e 
out of it Republicans, and we w ere the first 
Republicans in the Union.” 


0 .1 May 9 of the sam e year. 30 m em bers of 
Congress attended a m eeting in Washington to 
di.scuss form ation of an anti-slavery party. They 
agreed the nam e of the party should be Re­ 
publican, The new party had reached W ashing­ 


ton. 
On July 8. the first Republican state con­ 
vention was held in Jackson, Mich. It re­ 
solved; “ We will cooperate and be known as 
RefHiblicans until 
the 
contest 
(against 
Um 
schemes of aristocracy) be term inated.” This 
was its first form al meeting. 
The choice of months lies between February. 
M arch. May and July. Only the year of its 
founding is established clearly. 
In 1856. the new Republican party had its 
first national convention, in Philadelj^ia. John 
C. Frem ont the ex plorer was its first nom inee 
for president. No one paid much attention to a 
gawky backwoodsman nam ed Lincoln, an un­ 
successful candidate for vice president. H i s 
hour of destiny was to arrive four years later, 
when he would lead the Republican party to 
its first victory against the “ aristocrats” who 
dem anded slavery as their price for staying 
in the Union.

SomeUmes the stuffy attitudes of people who 
are not am used by what is intended to be amu.*- 
ing get funnier than the original m aterial.

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Republican Ontennial 


There have been time* in this year of grace 
when the Republican party seemed to be con­ 
siderably more than IOO years old and other 
t.mes when it seemed to be in its infancy, but 
chronologically its centennial falls in 1954 
There is a choice of months, depending on 
your interpretation of party history. 
This is what the record reveals: 
On Feb. 28, 1854, a group of political dissi­ 
dents met in Ripon. Wis , and adopted a resolu­ 
tion to organize a new party if the Kansas- 
Nebraska bill passed They said the new party 
would be based on non-extension of slavery; 
the Kansas-Nebraska bill would let settlers 
deride the question for themselves. 
The bill was passed on March 3. 
On March 20, the Ripon group carried out its 
threat. In the words of 
Major 
Bovay, 
the 
leader: “ We went into the little meeting . . . 
Whigs, Free Sellers and Democrats. We came 
out of it Republicans, and we were the first 
Republicans in the Union.” 
On May 9 of the same year. 30 members of 
Congress attended a meeting in Washington to 
discuss formation of an anti-slavery party. They 
agreed the name of the party should be Re­ 
publican. The new party had reached Washing­ 
ton. 
On July 6. th* first Republican state con­ 
vention was held in Jackson, Mich. It re­ 
solved: “ We will cooperate and be known a* 
Republicans until 
the 
contest 
(against 
the 
schemes of aristocracy) be term inated.” This 
was its first formal meeting 
The choice of months lies between February, 
March, May and July Only the year of its 
founding is established clearly. 
In 1856, the new Republican party had its 
first national convention, in Philadelphia. John 
C Fremont the explorer was its first nominee 
for president. No one paid much attention to a 
gawky backwoodsman named Lincoln, an un­ 
successful candidate for vice president. H i s 
hour of destiny was to arrive four years later, 
when he would lead the Republican party to 
its first victory against the “aristocrats” who 
demanded slavery as their price for staying 
in the Union.

lf the “gloomy Dean" of St Paul's had lived 
until next June he would have been 94 years 
old There is surely special significance in the 
fact his worldwide fame as 
a 
purveyor of 
gloom had not kept the Very Rev. Sir William 
R 
Inge from being one of the gentlest and 
sweetest of patriarchs. 
His gloominess was of that 
special brand 
which cannot be told from the unvarnished 
truth. He earned and kept his reputation with 
some of the mo«t 
powerful 
sermons 
e v e r 
preached in England — sermons in which he 
sorrowed publicly for the 
shortcomings 
and 
perversities of his fellowmen while urging them 
to improve themselves. 
Hearing so many blunt truths about them­ 
selves. the Dean’s listeners believed he was 
a pessimist. But he really was an optimist. 
He believed in the improvability of mankind. 
He doubted if mankind would do anything about 
it unless their gross faults were revealed—so 
he revealed them. 
He began to do this in 1911 and never tired. 
He became a national institution, to a degree 
that 
a l m o s t will make it 
necessary 
for 
Englishmen to appoint a successor to do the 
same thing.

The CIO is going bankrupt. 
With its income already slashed 
at the rate of a million dollars 
a year because of unemployment, 
it is about to lose another $1,250.- 
000 annually.

Only Walter Reuther’s resigna­ 
tion from the CIO presidency and 
complete surrender of power in 
the organization will change Mc­ 
Donald's mind it is said. 
At the moment, the strategy of 
the leader of the Steelworkers is 
reminiscent of the Master Strate­ 
gist — he of the eyebrows — whom 
McDonald so much admires. Mc­ 
Donald won t quit CIO for a while. 
He will simply withhold the giant 
Steelworkers Union dues to the 
CIO's national office 
He will be 
neither in nor out but he will be 
in a position to criticize Walter 
Reuther. 
McDonald will say. if he breaks 
his silence as he now plans, that 
the Steelworkers have been pay­ 
ing their millions for nothing. 
He will question aloud — What 
has our money paid for? What 
organizing has been done** Where 
is Walter Reuther’s leadership? 
Who authorized Reuther to be­ 
come part of an y political party— 
and to join a faction within it, at 
that — McDonald will ask. 


REUTHER’S l u c k y star will 
have to work overtime

For coupled with 
McDonald’s move will be a propa­

Calmly, but with a conversation­ 
al rapier few thought he could 
w’ield, McDonald started to cut 
Reuther’s “ friend” to ribbons on 
the ground that the victim was a 
socialist. It finally took a priest 
close to p hil Murray (who was 
then still alive) and a high Wash­ 
ington official to keep the peace. 
McDonald sincerely believes that 
Reuther is building a “Socialist 
labor movement” in the image of 
the British Labor party. McDonald 
doesn’t want to be part of it. 
He believes, too, that Reuther 
is setting major labor policy as 
head of CIO, when actually the 
red head doesn't represent CIO 
sentiment. 
Furthermore, McDonald doesn’t i 
think that any important policy 
should be set without the approval 
of the Steelworkers Union, which 
is at the very heart of American 
industry and certainly now one of 
the nation’s two largest unions. < 
Yet McDonald can’t set CIO pol­ 
icy. 


SO HE PLANS to pull out if he 
can’t drive Reuther from office. In 
Connecticut, the steel union al­ 
ready has begun raiding the auto 
union jurisdiction, despite a writ- ( 
ten pact forbidding such drives. 
But the Reuther forces haven’t 
exactly been quiet. McDonald now 
has learned of several high stra­

Washington and Detroit by 
Reuther's own camp. 
At these sessions, it was decided 
to attempt to smear McDonald’s 
personal reputation. It should be 
pointed out that there is no evi­ 
dence that Reuther personally par­ 
ticipated in oi approved or had 
knowledge of what happened. How­ 
ever. the anti-McDonald campaign 
certainly has started. 
As these two giants duel, the

To understand the Stevcns-Me- 
Carthv-Zwicker controversy it is 
necessary to piece together t h e 
chronology of events in the case. 
Here they are- 
April 1953- the commanding gen­ 
eral at Fort Kiirrer. N. J. <prede­ 
cessor of Gen. Zwicker) recom­ 
mended that Capt. Irving Peress 
be dismissed from the Army. This 
recommendation was concurred in 
by the surgeon general of t h e 
Arm 
August 1953—Capt. Peress w a s 
presented with various questions 
in the normal course in connection 
with promotion procedure. His rec­ 
ord showed that in November 1952 
he had refused to answer the ques­ 
tions about membership in organi­ 
zations to which he belonged, and 
wrote across the questionnaire that 
he

THE FIRST THING is to hold 
ic mind the conviction that there 
can be and will be a happy out­ 
com e 
to every trying situation, 
even yours Believe that there are 
creative values in any trying set 
of circum stances. It rn a y sound 
trite, but it’s true that, “ Every 
cloud has a silver lining.” if you 
believe it and look for it. It is 
all too easy to concentrate on the 
darkness and gloom. 
But the wise thing is to search 
hopefully in the shadows for any 
possible gleam of light that may 
be there 
I have said this many 
tim es, and I say it again now 
If 
you will look with a positive, open- 
eyed. optim istic approach into any 
situation, you will find a chink of 
light; you wilfc find hopeful possi­ 
bilities. 
The second point is simply to do 
what you think is the right thing 
to do. You can never go wrong 
doing right. No one ever has. You 
only get wrong results when you 
do wrong things. So in a trying 
situation don’t m ake the m istake 
of doing a wrong thing, 
and to 
know what is right practice calm ­ 
ness and pray, then be honest with 
yourself and you will get the right 
answer. “ In your patience, possess 
ye your souls.” 
And that leads to the third rule. 
When you get into a situation that 
IG trying, baffling, bewildering and 
discouraging, ask for God’s guid­ 
ance. Ask God to show you what 
to do and how to do it. Then think 
and study and work hard. In other 
words, do your best and God will 
do His best, and what do you need 
more than that. This is the effec­ 
tive way to m eet a trying situa­ 
tion.

WASHINGTON (fi — The govern­ 
ment reported today living cofts 
rose in January to a point juit 
below the record. 
The rise was too tmall, however, 
to prevent work cn in 
auto, 
aircraft and farm machinery i^ 
dustries from losing a penny in 
hourly pay rates. More than a mü - 
lion work ers were involved. 
These work ers got a 2 cent in­ 
crease last fall when the govern­ 
ment index hit its peak of 115.4 
per cent of the IM7-49 average in 
October. 
Today’s rise brought the index 
to 115.2, the same figure as last 
September. The index had declined 
slightly in November and Decem­ 
ber. 
Today’s index, reflecting prices 
paid by cansumçrs in mid*January, 
is the highest living cost figure in' 
history with the exception of last 
October. 
The index, prepáred by the 
Ia - 
bor Department's Bureau of La­ 
bor SUtistics. was 115.4 per cent 
of the 1947-4» average in mid-

TREATY POWERS 
By tho tiniest of margins, Eisen-j 
hewer scored a major victory in 
his drawn out fight against any 
constitutional amendment he says 
would impair his powers in con­ 
cluding treaties and over interna­ 
tional agreements. 
A White House-approved substi­ 
tute for the original amendment 
proposed by Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio) 
withstood. 50 votes to 42. a Bricker 
attempt to restore what he called 
the heart of his plan. Then it was 
conquered, 61-30. by an adminis­ 
tration-opposed version offered by 
Sen.
